The key to success in fight- 


ing forest fires, says Ranger 
Jim Martin, head of public re- 
lations for. the state Forestry 
Commission, is quick discovery. 


"If 
we 
get 
there 
early 


enough, four or five men can 
handle a fire that it will take 
hundred to put out just a 
lit- 


tle later," Martin said. 


To facilitate quick discovery 


the commission's 275 rangers 
man 
102 towers 
in wooded 


areas of the state. 


And they take heart from the 


report of forest fire loss in 1965. 


Despite a dry year, when 


rainfall was more than 
ine 


inches below normal, the state 
lost only 39,091 acres in 2,867 
fires. 


That compares to a 20-year 


average 
of 3,891 fires 
and 


45,980 acres lost. 


The rainfall situation was not 


as bad as it appeared. Precipi- 
tation was fairly well spread 
through the year. 


"It doesn't take much rain to 


hold the fire danger down if it 
comes at the right time," Mart- 
in said. 


What the Forestry Commis- 


sion fears most is a long dry 
spell that lasts through the time 
hardwood trees turn brown in 
the fall. 


A rainfall shortage in the 


summer, when trees are green 
presents little danger. 


The state had a drought in 


the fall of 1952 and recorded its 
worst year for forest fires — 
237,720 acres lost to 7,326 fires 


The dollar loss from forest 


fires can only be estimated. 
Martm said that timber actual- 
V destroyed often is worth as 
httle as $20. But, he said, take 
that timber and convert it into 
finished wood products — a ta- 
ble, 
chair or bed — and it's 


worth far more than that. The 
commission calculates the loss 
for 
a 
burned-over 
acre 
at 


*2;000. That includes the loss of 
wildlife, loss of reactional val- 
ue and other intangible factors 


Last year was a "good" year 


for forest fires because the Joss 
was low. The commission got 
through the year without a 
major forest fire outbreak of 
the kind which keeps rangers 
tightmg day and night 
for a 


week or more. 


"We have two goals through," 


Martin said. "Reduce the size 
of the average fire and reduce 
the number of fires. One fire 
which destroys 100 acres and 
100 fires which destroy an acre 
each are the same thing to us." 


The real 
tragedy, 
Martin 


said, is that 99 per cent of the 
nres are man-caused and al- 
most half of them were set in- 
tentially.

was a bone-weary year. Hurri- 
cane Betsy saw to that. The 
tropical storm, rare to Arkan- 
sas, failed to ruin the state's 
cotton, rice and soybean crops 
but it flattened them, making 
fanners work doubly hard to 
harvest their fields. 


The work paid off in a rice 


harvest that equalled the pre- 
vious record high production of 
1963 and 1964.

Home Gardener's Greenhouse

men of covering cuttings with plastic sheets. Rut for the windowsill green- 
house, plastic freezer bags from the kitchen shelf will serve the purpose. Some 
recommended times for rooting: Conifers- January, early February. Garden 
flowers—late May through August. 
Flowering shrubs—mid-June to mid- 


August. Broadleaved evergreens—mid-June to mid-August. Foliage plants- 
any time of year.

our switch permanently to off- 
set printing, than were shown 
in the original test run on the 
new 20-page Fairchild 475 ro- 
tary color press Dec. 29—but 
(there are points of trouble in 
any new and unfamiliar pro- 
cess that won't be cleared up 
until The Star staff has gained 
.more experience. 


For instance, while the public 


seemed to like the test issue of 
Dec. 29 some serious faults 
.were obvious0; to trained news- 
paper people. One of the great- 
nest faults was the poor quality 
'of reproduction of local photo- 
graphs — the very job on which 
offset correctly done is superb. 


I am referring to the full-page 


i aerial 
photograph 
of Hope 


which appeared on Page One 
of the Dec. 29 offset issue, 
which picture 
was made b y 


Clyde Davis of Shipley Studio 
in a plane piloted by Bert Ret- 
tig; and the two pictures i n 
our shop on Page 2, which this 
,witer made. Our original pic- 
tures were O. K. — but in the 
offset process all original pic- 
tures are rephotographed to get 
insert negatives for the big 
newspaper page-negatives —and 
here's where we ran into t h e 
trouble that plagues all papers 
when they first convert to off- 
set printing. 


It's a technical matter that I 


will try to explain. Two entirely 
<f?ferent photographic processes 
are involved in offset. Making 
the full-page "line negative" is 
a cinch. A "line 
negative" 


works 
on

sketches of dresses in an ad- 
vertisement — or any kind of 
copy in which there is merely 
la black line against a white 
| background. 


But photographs are more 


I complicated than" "line copy:" . 
jShotographs have gray areas

In the Dec. 29 test run we fol-. 


[lowed the normal procedure,' 
vhich is to blank out the picture 
|spaces in the line negative, leav- 


ng "windows" in it, then make 
[screened negatives of the pic- 
lures and insert them into the 
Uj^indpws" of the big negative, 
we missed out on the screened 
negatives, and in the finished 
age they printed too dark. 
For today's offset issue we 
•ied an alternate process. In- 


btead of producing screened 
negatives for local pictures we 
broduced screened prints. That 
Is, when printing the negative 
l>n the enlarger we placed a 100- 
line process screen over the 


liotographic paper, transferring 


the screen to the finished print. 
Irhis print went into the paste- 
lip of the whole newspaper page 
[ind the page was s h o t as a 
jingle "line negative" — elim- 
inating the "windows" and the 
pouble-negative process.

tary of Labor W. Willard Whiz 
returns to Washington today aft- 
er a joint effort with Mayor 
John V. Lindsay brought reports 
of movement to New York's 
stalled rtansit crisis negotia- 
tions. 


Wirtz, who had conferred with 


Lindsay and the strike media- 
tors into the, early morning 
hours, will brief President John- 
son on the strike situation, ap- 
proaching the end of its first 
week. 


•Lindsay returned to city hall 


a t7:30 a.m. and renewed his ef- 
fort to end the walkout of bus 
and subway workers. The nego- 
tiations were described as hav- 
ing reached the intense stage. 


City traffic built up early and 


heavy, but Traffic Commission- 
er Henry A. Barnes said he did 
not look for a repeat of Thurs- 
day's rain-complicated jam. 


One immediate result of the 


conference between Lindsay and 
Wirtz — Coupled with an appeal 
from New York's labor leaders 
— could be the release from 
custody of Michael J. Quill and 
other officials of the striking 
transit unions. 


Lindsay hinted that such a 


move is under consideration by 
the Transit Authority. The au- 
thority had them jailed Tuesday 
when they refused to end the 
strike. 


The conference between the 


two officials followed a daylong, 
rain - soaked traffic t a n g l e 
Thursday described as 
the 


worst in the city's history. The 
economic losses and the turmoil 
created by the strike mounted. 


The extent of Wirtz' contribu- 


. tion to, a solution was not an- 


nounced, but 
the 
secretary 


made it plain that he brought no 
pledge of federal funds from 
Johnson. 


"I want to settle that question 


with respect to federal money," 
he said. "As far as I know there 
is none." 


Lindsay and Wirtz came out 


of the meeting at 1:15 a.m. to- 
day. The mayor reported '.some 
movement" in negotiations to 
end the walkout of bus and sub- 
way workers, now in its seventh 
day. 


Afterwards, the city's three 


mediators, who had also met 
with Lindsay and Wirtz, re- 
turned to the Americana Hotel 
to continue negotiations. 


At 3:30 a.m., the negotiaitons 


broke off and Theodore Kheel, 
one of the mediators and a vet- 
eran labor troubleshooter, said: 


"The sessions were very in- 


tense. What we are trying to do 
now. is put the pieces together 
and get a contract from this." 


Harry Van Arsdale Jr., head 


of the million-member AFL-CTO 
City Labor Council, met briefly 
Thursday night with Lindsay 
and Wirtz. He then talked to 
officials of the Transit Authority 
and 
officers 
of the striking 


Transport Workers Union and 
Amalgamated Transit Union, 
both AFL-CIO. 


He appealed for the release of 


Quill and eight other union 
members jailed for defying a 
state court injunction against 
the strike. Quill, who collapsed 
shortly after his arrest, is con- 
fined 
to Bellevue Hospital, 


where his condition w~ De- 
scribed Thursday as "serious 
but no worse." 


Secretary Wirtz flew ot New 


York Thursday night within 
hours after Lindsay telephoned 
President Johnson for help in 
settling the crippling strike. Up 
to then, Lindsay had been in 
continuous contact with Wirtz 
by telephone. 


No new money offers have 


been discussed by Lindsay. The 
last announced figures were a 
$216-million demand by the un- 
ion and the offer of a $29-mil- 
lion package over a two - year 
period by the authority.

Cong Plot to 
Blow Up Billet 
Is Discovered

SAIGON, South Viet Nam 


(AP) — Police smashed a Viet 
Cong plot today to blow up a 
U.S. billet in downtown Saigon 
with the biggest plastic bomb 
ever used in the capital. 


Intelligence agents of the na- 


tional police seized six terrorists 
two and a half miles north of 
Saigon as they were bringing a 
265-pound plastic bomb in a 
large water tank into the city. 
Two of the terrorists were 
armed 
with 45-caliber auto- 
matics. 


Officials had already warned 


the capital to expect a new on- 
slaught of terrorism in the next 
two weeks before the Vietnam- 
ese New Year — Tet — on Jan. 
21. Thursday night they arrest- 
ed five Vietnamese, aged 16 to 
37, in an investigation of two 
explosions an hour apart at the 
military entrance to the Saigon 
airport and across town at a 
police substtion. 


The blasts killed one Vietnam- 


ese and injured 16 persons, in- 
cluding four American service- 
men. 


In the field, a U.S. Marine 


patrol sweeping a road for 
mines rah into a Viet Cong am- 
bush 6 miles south of Da Nang 
and reportedly suffered moder- 
ate casualties. 


A Marine officer said 20 or 30 


Reds opened up from both sides 
of the road with automatic 
weapons and hand grenades. 
The Leathernecks returned the 
fire, killing two Viet Cong on 
the spot and another in a chase. 


U.S. 
military commanders 


announced tha tthe U.S. 173rd 
Airborne Brigade would contin- 
ue operations in the marshy 
Plain of Reeds west of Saigon 
where 
the paratroopers have 


been slogglngthrough mild and 
water after the Viet Cong for 
the past week. It is the first big 
American invasion of the north- 
ern fringe of the Mekong Delta 
a Communist stronghold. 


Although the Viet Cong fell 


back before the brigade's push, 
officials said the paratroopers 
would be kept in the area to de- 
stroy Communist supplies. The 
Vietnamese troops wul be with- 
drawn. 


Since the U.S., Vietnamese, 


Australian and New Zealand 
soldiers began th e operation 
near Bao Trai, 35 miles west of 
Saigon, on New Year's Day 
they have turned up nearly 
three tons of fertilizer, nine tons 
of rice, about 5,000 documents 
nine grenade launchers, five 
machine 
guns, 
ammunition, 


booby traps, radio equipment 
and medical supplies, officials 
reported. 


At the expense of light casual- 


ties, the Allies claimed 243 Viet 
Cong killed, 52 captured, 624 
suspects detained and the cap- 
ture of 41 individual weapons 
and 11 crew-size guns. 


The explosives seized on Sai- 


gon's jungle outskirts exceeded 
in destructive power the 250- 
pound bomb used by the Viet 
Cong to blast the eight-story 
Metropole Hotel, an enlisted 
men's billet, on Dec. 4. The at- 
tack killed two Americans, a 
New Zealander and eight Viet- 
namese, and injured more than 
100 others.
